ELECTRICITY AND BANANAS. 

Among recent, extensions of the 
use of eleelrieal machinery, atten- 
tion is called to the employment, of 
motor-driven "marine-leg'"" machines 
to unload bunches of bananas from 
the holds of fruit-carrying vessels at 
New Orleans. Xot only is there a 
great saving of labor, but. it is said 
that the fruit is much less damaged 
than when unloaded by hand. At 
Louisville electric radiators have 
been employed 1o ripen bananas for 
local consumption. The fruit is 
hung in ripening rooms, and subject- 
ed to a temperature of 75 to 80 
degrees during a period of -18 liours. 
Afterward it is kept in storage at a 
temperature of 60 or 70 degrees —

The condition known ns flat foot 
is brought about by a stretching of 
the ligaments, and a weakening of 
the supporting muscles, so that the 
foot, forced to its natural work of 
standing and walking, spreads un- 
der the strain and the normal arch 
is obliterated. 

All the miserable symptoms con- 
nected with this trouble are due to 
the fact that the machinery of the 
foot has broken down and the 
weight of the body is too much for 
it.

Solubility of Gold.

DUELIN G IN A MERICA. 

The First Fatal Meeting Was Upon 
Historic Bolton Conmon. 

The first fatal duel fought in 
what is now the United States was 
upon Boston Common, between 
Benjamin Woodbridge and Henry 
Phillips, on the evening of July 3, 
1728. These young men had quar- 
reled over cards at the Koyal Ex- 
change tavern in King street, now 
State street, and under the influ- 
ence of drink had agreed to settle 
their differences with swords in the 
public grounds above named. They 
met at a little after 8 o'clock in the 
evening, and Woodbridge was mor- 
tally "wnnded and was found dead 
the following morning. 

Both were gentlemen of good so- 
cial position. Phillips was a brother 
of Oillam Phillips, who married 
Marie, the sister of Peter Faneuil, 
the builder of Boston's famous hall 
Woodbridge had not completed his 
twentieth year. He was a young 
merchant who had recently been 
admitted to business as a partner 
with Jonathan SewalL one of the 
most active merchants of the place. 
Ilenrv Phillips, a voting graduate 
of tlie college of Cambridge, was 
about four vears older than Wood- 
bridge, having at the time of this 
melancholy affair completed his 
twenty-third year.
